In the spring of 1898, it was decided by the Board 
not to maintain a school in the Benson District as there 
were only three scholars registered in the previous term 
and a probability of only two for the coming term. 

In all other districts in town, schools have been main¬ 
tained as usual with the addition of a second school at 
Chippenhook, for the winter term.
